Bulléts rained around the gendarmes, but 
they fought their way forward, till, finally, 
the revolutionists broke and ran for cover. 

The gendarnfes soon were joined by some 
passing soldiers and several policemen. A 
running fight ensued, lasting fifteen minutes 
and extending for several. blocks from the 
scene of the outrage. 

The revolutionists, who threw more bombs 
in their flight, bad five of their number cap- 

ie 

Up te midnight the police had no definite 
clews, and released all persons arrested ex- 
cept those who were captured during the bat- 
tle. None of these has been identified. 

All of them persistently refuse to answer 
questions, but it is supposed the crime was 
organised and executed by a band of Moscow 
and Warsaw revolutionists, of whose coming

Many of them always have been democrats 
so that they are merely following old party 
afMffiations. Others, and they are numerous, 
are as undeniably republican, and if Hearst 
were not the candidate, and they did not be- 
lieve him to be particularly friendly to union 
labor, they would vote for Hughes. 


Old Time Democrats for Hughes. 

This of course is a distinct republican loss 
and it will probably be discovered by the 
returns that it is more or less concentrated 
in those localities where the Hearst news- 
papers have secured a permanent footing 
and genera! circulation. 

There is of course another side to the 


cess by any manner of means. The old time 
democrats, the conservatives, the peopie who 
have pride in their party, and who are more 
inclined to go back a generation‘or two so 
as to get their democracy undefiled, are 
against Hearst almost to @ man. 

Jerome is against Hearst, openly and hon- 
estiy, and Jerome has influence yet in spite 
of current whispers that he is a bit of a faker 
himself. Mr. McClellan bolted Hearst im- 
mediately after the result of the Buffalo 
convention was announced. 

The moral influence of the city administra- 
tion, whatever that may amount to, has been 
thrown against the democratic candidate for 
governor. 

Over tn Brooklyn Pat McCarren, who has 
built up an organization there much on the 
Tammany line, has been openly denounced 
by Hearst and has, quite as publicly, returned 
the compliment. 


One Strong Eddy Against Hearst. 
The McCarren men, the McClellan men, and 
the old line democrats and conservatives 
generally in the party, must together consti- 
tute a strong eddy, the exact strength of 
which cannot be estimated until after the 
returns are in, because so much of it is under 
the surface. 

Mr. Hearst is both fortunate and unfor- 
tunate in having no newspaper support in 
New York City except what he has pro- 
vided for himself. The opposition to him 
in all of the republican and regular demo- 
cratic papers has been savage: They have 
controlled the sources of news to so great 
an extent and on’ the whole have been 80 
lacking in judicial fairness that they have 
prejudiced a good many people against them- 
selves and have made Mr. Hearst votes on 
the theory that he was ‘being made the vic- 
tim of persecution for purely professional 
reasons by a powerful newspaper combina- 
tion. 

: Little Hurrah for Hughes. 

Mr. Hughes, the republican candidate for 
governor of New York, is a strong man with 
the thinking people, and he has made an 
excellent campaign. He has not, however, 
excited any extraordinary enthusiasm. His 
meetings, even in republican sections, have 
generally been large, but almost invariably 
placid. People listen to him respectfully, and 
discussions afterwards always elicit the 
fuct that his record as an insvrance investi- 
gator, the part he took in securing cheaper 
gas, and his selection by the federal gov- 
ernment to prosecute the great trusts en- 
title him to the respect and confidence of 
the people, and in themselves are sufficient 
refutation of Mr. Hearst's extraordinary 
charges that Hughes is a corporation lawyer 
of the worst stripe. 

Probably the strongest card which has 
been played in behalf of Hughesis the know!l- 
edge, which has been industriously dissem- 
inated, that he was the personal choice of 
President Roosevelt. 


Big City Vote for Hearst. 


As always, the problem is to offset the dem- 
ocratic vote of the city, by the republican vote 
of the country. Conditione are such this year 
that greater New York is sure to five Hearst 
@ considerable majority, and the country is 
almost equally sure to show a substantia! 
margin for Hughes. Few men can estimate 
just where those two things will come to- 
gether. Ordinarily one would say that Hearst 
would have to carry greater New York by 
more than 100,000 votes to carry the state. 
Murphy says that if Hearst can get 75,000 
majority below the Bronx he will win. 

Republican managers insist that they will 
come down to New York with not lese than 
125,000 majority for Hughes, and the more 
sanguine insist that it will be 200,000. of 
course, between these’ two figures the truth 
lies. 

It is difficult to estimate the extent of the 
drift toward Hearst among republican union 
labor. The chances are that it is greater, in- 
cluding both city and country, than the drift 
towards Hughes of the old line, conservative 
democrats. Hughes, however, is as :clean a 
candiate as New York republicans have put 
up for many years. Taking one consideration 
with another, he ought up state to poll pretty 
nearly the normal republican vote if his politi- 
cal managers have attended to their business, 
of which, unfortunately, there is grave doubt. 


State Invariably Variable. 


Last year Higgins was cut and slashed by 
@ great many republican voters. He ran 
far behind Roosevelt, and yet he had a plu- 
rality of 80,5600 in a total vote of 1,617,784, 
which was the largest vote ever cast for 
governor. At the same time Roosevelt had 
@ majority of 175,062, and even that was al- 

most 100,000 behind McKinley’s majority of 
a years ago this year. 

New York is as variable a state today as it 
always has been. It ought to surprise no 
one if Hughes should bury Hearst under 
100,000 majority. It equally ought to surprise 
no one if Hearst should be elected governor 
of New York by a narrow majority. 

The betting favors Hughes, but it doesn’t 
favor him anywhere near as much as it did 
ten days ago. Within the last week there 
has been a certain distinct set of the tide 
toward Hearst. This has resulted chiefly, if 
not entirely, from evidence accumulated 
that he and Murphy have at last perfected a 
complete working alliance, which means, of 
course, a large Hearst vote in Manhattan, 
whatever may happen in Brooklyn and up 
the state. 


Bitter Fight in Pennsylvania. 
In Pennsylvania there has been a fight in 


York, and yet the result, owing to recent de- 
velopments, is much less open to question. 
The campaign is one of the reform elements in 
the state against one of the strongest and 
most desperate political ringe in this or in 
any other country.

He defied public 
opposition at times when Quay would have 
conciliated it. He embarked tn an unneces- 
sary quarrel with John Weaver, the machine 
mayor of Philadelphia.. 

Puffed up with the lust of his power, Pen- 
rose actually drove Weaver away from him 
and turned himover to the ranks of the re- 
formers with a scornful kick as he departed, 
Had he possessed Quay’s genius he would 
have known the power for evil against him 
Weaver possessed. The mayor cut loose from 
the machine, cleaned up Philadelphia moral- 
ly, purged the registry list of the names 
fraudulently placed upon it, and in this way 
deprived the gang of their unfailing means of 
controlling Pennsylvania elections by stuft- 
ing the ballot boxes in Philadelphia. 

The revolt ir Philadelphia has spread 
throughout the state. Last year a democratic 
state treasurer waselected: That man, who 
slipped in under the canvas then, is the imme- 
Giate cause of the desperation of Penrose and 
his crowd. State Treasurer Berry only a 
few weeks ago uhearthed accounts at Har- 
risburg which showed that the ring, with 
Gov. Pennypacker as their innocent tool, had 
estensibly completed the state capitol for 
$4,000,000, and@ then had spent $8,000,000 more 
on the same building in aecorating it, furnish- 
ing it, and recompleting it. | 


Graft Charges Arouse State. 

Lewis Emery Jr., a republican and an old 
time enemy of Standard Oll, was nominated 
by the Lincoln republican convention, and a 
fusion was arranged? with the democrats not 
only on the state ticket but on the congres- 
sional tickets wherever there was a chance 
of success. 

Emery did not make headway at the start. 
He was unfortunate in several of his public 
utterances, and the people generally seemed 
to think that Berry's election had not de- 
veloped anything seriously wrong with the 
state treasury. There was a chance that the 
reformers would be successful and that 
Emery would be elected but it was only a 
chance, and by no means a.certainty. 

Then came extraordinary revelations of 
graft, which were opportunely made public . 
at the time when President Roosevelt was 
in the state to dedicate the go lus capitol 
at Harrisburg. In a few days the state was 
aflame. The shocking significance of the va- 
rious charges startled the people every- 
where. Republican leaders made practically 
no denial. They got together and asked 
for a “suspension of judgment” instead 
of making a showup of the whole thing and 
clearing their skirte at the outset. 

Most recently of all, Treasurer Berry has 
charged that there is a positive deficit in 
the state treasury which he could not deter- 
mine when he took hold because the ledgers 
were months behin@. There is scarcely any 
doubt that before long there will b¢ ghastly 
revelations of graft which will be connected 
with the names of some republicans of more 
than local prominence, 

Pending the discovery of the actual con- 
dition of affairs, the people seem to have 
satisfied themselves that an entire new deal 
is necessary, and the election of Emery and 
the’ whole fusion ticket by an enormous ma- 
jority is now generally predicted by inde- 
pendents, and is almost admitted by the ma- 
chine republicans themselves. 


Guild Safe in Bay State. 

The campaign in Massachusetts has been 
livelier than usual. There appears to be no 
@Goubt about the “esuit, but several spec- 
tacular elements huve entered into the fight. 
The democratic nominee is, John B. Moran, 
district attorney. of Boston. He has made 
his public career in many respects along 
the same lines as Mr. Hearst, but, as there 
is not much danger of his election at the 
present time, he is more of a curiosity than 
a threat. 

Curtis Guild, the republican candidate, is 
elready in-office, and .is practically cer- 


velt’s intimate friend, and he also is‘'a good 
bit of a tariff reformer. Mr. Draper, the 
candidate. for. Heutenant governor, is a ve- 
hement standpatter, so that the republican 
ticket is calculated to attract all shades of 
opinion on the tariff question. For this 
reason the tariff, which was paramount in 
the campaign ‘at the primary,’ 1s almost fost 
sight of in the fight for the election. 

Moran is a spectacular sort of feHow, and 
has promised all sorts of reform, although 
it ‘ts manifest he could not redeem many 
of his pledges evenifelected. He isa Hearst 
man, and is supported by the Independence 
league in Massachusetts, but the republican 
majority and Guild's popularity are too much 
to overcome, 

There was a time when the people in the 
east were extremely apprehensive about the 
situation in WisconsinandIowa. They have 
gotten over thie fear, now that La Follette is 
out for the regular republican ticket in his 
state and Secretary.Shaw is to go on the 
stump for Cummins in Iowa. 


Kentucky Contest Exciting. 

There is a curious situation in Kentucky. 
The republicans thought they would be able 
tc gain a congressional district ortwo. The 
Kentucky @emocrats, however, resorted to a 
ciever dodge. They fixed their primaries for 
the ‘day of election and decided that no one 
could vote for senator who had not just pre- 
viously cast his ballot for the democratic con- 
gressional candidate. The repubiicans at- 
tacked this in the court, because the state 
law did not provide for senatorial primaries 
at all and because the rule adopted by the 
é<«mocratic committee invoiveda violation of 
the secrecy of the ballot. 

Before the court had time to rule on this 
point the democrats withdrew their order, 
but there is no telling that they will not re- 
new it again the night before election, when 
it will be too late to secure intervention. 

There is an immense amcunt of interest in 
Kentucky in the senatorial fight between 
Beckham and McCreary. It. has overshad- 
owed everything élee and the result will bea 
phenomenal outpouring of democrats to at- 
tend the senatorial primaries. Of course they 
will vote at that time in the congressional 
elections, which is exactly what the demo- 
cratic managers havé been scheming for. 

In. view of this contingency, the repub- 
licans, who now have two districts, have not 
enly abandoned the idea of winning any mofe 
but practically have agreed’ among them- 
selves that they wild lose une of the two they 
now have This device of the democrats to 
bring men to the polls by fixing the primaries 
ror the same time and piace is believed to be 
new in politics. 


Idaho Situation Complicated. 

Im far away Idaho there ipa political situa- 
tion which has excited the Mveliest interest 
in the administration from the president 
down. It was in that state, after a shocki 
reign of terror, that Gov. Steunenberg, t 
fearless chief executive, was murttered in. a 
cowardly fashion by emmssaries of some of 
the striking uniona. 7 

Gov. Gooding is a candidate for reélection 
on the republican ticket. He wae fearless in 
running down the murderers of his predeces- 
sor. and he procured the arrest and imprison- 
ment of Meyer, Haywood, and Pettibone, offi- 
clals of the Western Federation of Miners, 
who were charged with conspiracy to secure 
the assassination of Steunenberg. 

The Western Federation of Miners prompt- 
ly entered the political field to secure the de 
feat of Gooding. Meanwhile Senator Dubois, 
who was once a republican and followed 
Bryan into the jungle in 1806, is seeking to 
secure his own reélection by raising a great 
row over the Mormon question.

EVEN FATHER’S MEDIATION. 


Deed of Separation Filed on Oct. 22—~ 
Wife Keeps Dower of $175,000 a 
Year and Has Custody of Her Chil- 
dren Until They Are Old Enough to 
Ge te School—Then They Will Di-

LONDON, Oct. 27.—The deed of separation 
it ig stated, was signed by the duke and 
duchess of Marlborough on Oct. 22, tncom- 
patibility being given ase the.ground for sep- 
aration. 

The d@uke’s exchequer will not be embar- 
rassed in consequence of his separation from 
his Vanderbilt wife, but the monetary pro- 
visions of the agreement of course cannot 
be given definitely. It is variously stated 
that the @uchess will retain her dowry, 
amounting to $175,000 yearly and that she 
will receive $20,000 a year. 

The other terme of the agreement are that 
the @uchess is to keep Sunderland howuse, 
which is the: town house of the Marlbor- 
oughs, and wil) have charge of the children 
until they are old-enough to go to school. 
Afterward the children will spend six months 
with the duke and @uchess alternately. The 
duke in the future will reside at Dower house 
and Bienheim. 

In regard to Blenheim, it is understood the 
duchess will not be greatly affected by the 
loss thereof. The circumstances of her life 
there w often uncongenial. Th cir- 
cumstances, it is declared, played their part 
in begetting those feelings of resentment and

The engineers took the 
old epecifications for former boats and from 
these the new ones were drafted. The Mani- 
towoc company submitted a blue print sketch 
and made some suggestions for changes. 


Mayor Leaves It to Council. 


“T received the protest and called for the 
fire marshal," Mayor Dunne declared last 
night. “He said that the advertising was 
done in the usual way and that the contract 
would be awarded for the best interests of 
the city. I directed that the contract should 
not be let until the council takes action. I 
want the council to act on the matter, and I 
want everything to be open and aboveboard. 

“There. is no doubt that the Manitowoc 
company did have a man look over the speci- 
fications and‘ make suggestions, but I know 
nothing of the other complaints.” 

Fire Marshal Horan declared that the 
specifications were broad enough to include 
all the shipbuilders who cared to bid. He 
said the bids were advertised in the usual 


manner.

A talk with 
ene of the diplomatic chiefs and wits a high 
legal luminary here was had. The following 
are some of their conclusions concerning the 
situation in Turkey today: 

“Germany for years has been pursuing by 
far the smartest commercial policy here. 
When Gladstone took on himself to abuse the 
sultan as a red handed, bloodthirsty tyrant 
it was natural England’s popularity should 
wane here. 

“Then when all the powers were abusing 
Turkey and contemplating its partition, the 
German emperor announced himself as the 
sultan’s brother, almost anally. Ever since 
a German prince has been sent here each 
year, and the German ambassador is a most 
active agent in backing up all ais country- 
men’s enterprises. 

** Just see the result. Though Germans 
in reality have done nothing more than any 
one else for the Turk, they have obtained 
the richest results in return for their friendly 
attitude. Figure one item alone. All the 
munitions of war for an army of 1,600,000 
men are supplied by Germany. 


Germans Control Bagdad Road. 

“ Concessions of priceless value have falien 
to Germans, including what amounts to con- 
trol of the Bagdad railroad. They have ac- 
quired the Asiatic port of Haidar Pasha, 
and great strips of land full of, mineral 
wealth on either side of the Anatolian rail- 
road. 

“ Russia's power and prestige today are 
nearly gone in the eyes of the Turk. The 
French do not seem to take much interest 
in things here. England is working hard at 
a policy which surprises the Turk, for to him 
it seems an entire reversal of the policy for 
which the British waged the Crimean wer. 

““ Yet there is prevailing a strong undercur- 
rent of sentiment among the Turks as @ na- 
tion that the Hnglish after al) are their sin- 
cerest and best friends. I am sure that if 
a vote of all Turks were taken today Eng: 
land would be found most popular. 

"“ How does the United States stand? IK 
is not to the front In popularity on account 
of the manner in which a certain loud 
mouthed class of Americans insist on crying 
up the Armenian as against the Turk. See- 
ing that the Armenian was welcomed by the 
Turk whem cast-out of Persie for his sins, 
this is considered hardly fair int the United 
Stetes. 


Turk Wants Faith Let Alone. 

“Tt should be understood that the Turk not 
only tolerates all religions, he even supports 
them. But he strongly objects to his ownre- 
lgious tenets being interfered with. 

“The Turk himself is a magnificent char- 
acter. That his government is as bad as can 
be has nothing to do with the character of the 
Turkish people. 

“Some of the greatest political’ injustice 
of modern times is being done to Turkey by 
the powers. It is known under the name of 
Macedonian reforms. 

“This is an impoverished country. It is 
giving out from $250,000 to $300,000 a month 
for these reforms. That money_ is -being 
poured into a country for which the Greeks 

and Bulgarians are already fighting.

COOLJE, BURIED. UNDER HOUSE, 
LIVES LONG WITHOUT. FOOD. 


Medical Experts Declare Chinaman 
Must Have Been in State of Coma 
During Imprisonment.

LONDON, Oct. 27.—Mail news from south 
Africa tells of a Chinese coolie who had been 
found alive after being half buried for five 
months under a ‘house. In all that time he 
was without food or water! He had not 
an ounce of fiesh on him. His bones were 
merely covered with skin. ‘The only possible 
explanation of his being alive after the fast 
of five months is: given by medical experts, 
who say that the man must have been ina 
state of coma or trance throughout the 
period, ' 

The story ie told in detail by the South 
African News. On April 17 last a Chinese 
coolie wanted by the police for robbery was 
missing from the Cason mines, Johannes- 
burg. On Sept. 19 Mr. Anderson, manager 
of the New Comet mine, heard groans under 
his house. 

He informed the controller of Chinese in 
the adjoining mine, from which some coolles 
were missing, and a gang of men took upthe 
veranda boards and also the floor of one 
of the rooms. This disclosed the groaning 
Chinaman. He was a veritable living skele- 
ton. His eyes were glassy. Hisclothes had 
rotted off. He wasin such a state that the 
searching party could hardly go near him. 
He was just able to groan. The man was 
lifted out and hurried: to the hospital. He 
could barely say a few words, explaining who 
ke was and when he crawled under the house.

Will Serve Refreshments in Gardens. 
During the day in the winter gardens, which 
will adjoin and in fact form part of the music 
| halls, visitors will be provided with lunches 
and light refreshments at popular prices— 
just as he now provides at cheap restaurants, 
which can be numbered by hundreds in Lon- 
dom Orchestral music will be provided in 
the winter gardens for the entertannment 
of guests. 

There are, Lyons calculates, about 1,500,000 
perons in London, excluding the floating 
population, which would go to the music halls 
were they not afraid of the coarse element 
which prevails to too great an extent in 
some of these houses, and also because too 
much drinking goes on there.

The ex- 
act plan of procedure has’not ret been 
determined. But the idea of the general 
committee is an excellence one, and its 
working out will be watched with much 
interest by the large number who 4re giv- 
ing attention to American social problems. 


The law forbids administrators of <s- 
tates to lend money to themselves. It is 
a breach of trust equally when the money 
is repaid and when it is not. The depos- 
its of a bank are actually as much trust 
funds as the inheritance of an orphan in 
an administrator's hands. They should 
be made so by law. 

On the authority of a high bank official 
y who has made the cause of bank failures 
the object of careful investigation it is 
stated that no failure of a bank withiw his 
knowledge has occurred within fifteen 
years in which the officers of the bank 
were not its debtors at the time of the 
failure. Not only so but in every case so 
far as known the loan of the bank’s 
funds to one or more of its officers was 
the cause of the failure. 

A law making it a crime for a salaried 
bank official to borrow from his own bank 
or to consent to a loan being made to an- 
other salaried official of the same bank 
‘would have prevented most of these fail- 
ures. It must be remembered that most 
dishonest officials have begun by doing 
something. which was legally permissible 
and have become downright thieves only 
after they have incurred losses beyond 
their power to make up. If at the outset 
they had been confronted by a law mak- 
ts | ing it a crime punishable by ten years’ 
imprisonment to borrow money from their 
own bank even on the best collateral, they 
would not have got into a condition where 
a bold theft seemed the natural sequel. 
No embarrassment would be felt. by 
bank officials who had timate use for 
money. In such a case the applicant 
would present himself at another bank 
and secure the judgment of cther bankers 
upon the value of his collateral and the 
reasonableness of his project. If of a 
nature to be approved by conservative 
bankers his scheme wowtld be financed; if 
not, it would be a safeguard to his own 
bank to have its funds out of his. reach. 
Asylums contain an alarming number of 
physicians who bave been wrecked by 
drugs because they prescribed for them- 
selves; the jails contain many bankers 
whose fault was that they passed on their 
own cases. Calin judgment is not to be 
expected in such circumstances. 

It is true that legislation will not make 
all men honest, but legislation such as 
this would check the imprudent, und in 
any case make it possible for a competent 
bank examiner to stop defaleation at the 
source. There might be collusive borrow- 
ing by officials of different banks borrow- 
{ng from each other, but the number of 
persons involved would be s» large as to 
diminish the chance of making loans on 
poor security, and a bank examiner worth 
his salary would soon detect crookedness 
of this kind. Pride would keep a bank 
official from applying to another bank for 
a loan which, as a banker himself, he 
could not approve, and if pride did not 
prevent the application, ordinary business 
prudence would prevent the other bank 
from complying. 

Such a law should not apply to direct- 
ors of a bank who were not also paid offi- 
cials. Banks must rely upon the support 
of large corporations and must be able to 
meet the request of such corporations for 
funds for legitimate purposes. Men are 
sometimes directors. in a large number of 
corporations, including banks. They can 
throw business in one direction or an- 
other. To forbid a bank to loan money 
to a corporation one of whose directors is 
also a director of the bank woul? be im- 
practicable. Suth loans must be passed 
upon by responsible officials, and there is 
no case where such loans have wrecked a 
bank. It is the individual borrower, the 
speculator, the get rich quick cashier, or 
president, or vice president who must be 
guarded against, the man who is in a po- 
sition to help himself. And there is no 
protection so efficacious as a law making it 
impossible for a bank official on any pi®- } 
text to borrow money directly or indirectly 
froth the funds which he controls in trust 
for stockholders and depositors. 


CHINA’S AWAKENING. 

The awakening of China is a favorite 
theme for writers nowadays. The possi- 
bilities are so many if that ancient em- 
pire does have an upheaval! that romancing 
is easy. What is actually done is likely 
to follow closely the lines mid down in 
government proclamations. The changes 
made may be radical, but they are apt to 
be gradual ones rather than sudden and 
revolutionary.

of comparative political. science. : 
As a help in this direction the govern- 
ment appointed a commission to visit other 
eountries and make careful observations. 
The repott from these gentlemen declares 
that the trouble with. China is the tack 
of participation of-the people in the gov- 
ernment and the want of codperation be-

It may result in 
one of ‘the great. constitutional govern- 
ments of the future. Most constitutional 
reforms have come through revolution and 
bloodshed. The deliberate recognition of 
& situation which needs improvement and 
the definite planning for governmental 
changes make the Chinese movement a 
speciall} interesting one. 


CRIMINAL STUPIDITY. 

~ The deputy coroner who conducted the 
inquest over Mrs. Margaret Leslie has 
been suspended. The serious charge 
against him is that he excluded testimony 
indicating murder which the 
wished to introduce. He is not the only 
person deserving of suspension and re- 
moval. A number of police department 
officials displayed as much ignorance and 
stupidity as the deputy coroner, They, 
like the deputy, were confident that a 
manifest murder was a suicide. With eo 
much incapacity in the coroner’s office 
and the police department ft is not strange 
that criminals look on Chicago as a safe 
city to work in. 

The evidences of murder in the Leslie 
case were palpable except to the gross 
wits of a policeman. Jewels known to 
have been in Mrs. Leslie’s possession were 
missing. Her room was locked from the 
outside, and the key was on the window 
sill.” The gas was escaping, but it could 
not have been the cause of her death, for 
a window was open. To an _ intelligent 
person these concurring circumstances 
clearly indicated murder. It was the first 
duty of the police to order a medical ex- 
amination to find how the woman came to 
her. death. Such an examination made by 
a competent man would have revealed 
that she had been strangled. “It. would 
‘have been apparent that she had not 
strangled herself and that murder had 
been committed. 

A sergeant of police testified at the in- 
quest: ' 

In my opinion, based on my SE ay of 
the case, and also based on my experience as a 
police officer for the last seventeen years, I do not 


believe deceased was murdered. I am of the 
opinion that she committed suicide. 


This is a commentary on the quality of 
the education in the detection of crime 
which is given in the Chicago police de- 
partment. ~.A seventeen year course ‘s 
sufficient to make a man who may have 
had some native intelligence when he be- 
gan an utter imbecile. 

Officials of higher rank than the ser- 
geant are quite as unfit for their places 
as he is for his. They had both murder- 
y ers in their custody and let them go. One 
of them has been recaptured owing to his 
extreme reliance on the stupidity of the 
‘police. He ventured back to get some 
pawn tickets he had forgotten to take 
away, and his good luck forsook him. At 
the present writing the other murderer 
has not been recaptured, bug if he is it 
will not be owing to the special] astuteness 


left. 

This is the way in which the detection 
‘of crime is looked after by city and coun- 
ty officials. The Leslie case is a flagrant 
one, but no doubt there have been many 
instances where murdered men and women 
have been branded as suicides through 
the egregious stupidity of those who have 
to do with the administration of criminal 
justice in Chicago. Until there is a re- 
constructed police department—a depart- 
ment with brains—the community will not 
be safe. 


CURBING THE PRESS AGENT. 

A few weeks ago Miss Annie: Russell, 
the actress, took occasion to pay her com- 
plingnts rather harshly to that interest- 
ing attachment of the fheatrical profes- 
sion known asthe press agent. She 
maintained that she did not object to the 
man ina normal capacity, but when he 
resolved’ himself into a mere biped that 
represented her shooting bears in Maine 
and performing other unladylike feats she 
could dispense with his favors. A writer 
in a popular weekly has recently con- 
tributed his own experiences as a press 
agent, openly confessing the unblushing 
lies he has foisted upon the newspapers 
and the public. 

In point of fact the press agent, in so 
far as he is a disseminator of fakes and 
& purveyor of monstrous inventions, has 
outlived his usefulness, The better ele- 
ment amoug newspapers refuses to en- 


believe him. His little trick of unneces- 
sary lying has been overdone, and when- 
ever he overreaches himself there is joy 
of those who deprecate his tactics. It 
was the work of the press agent that 
magnified the atrocity of “ Mrs. Warren’s 
Profession,” in the hope of stimulating 
popular interest, and the play wae prompt- 
ly ordered off the boards. The same per- 
nicious activity Induced the press agent 
to stir up race feeling in Philadelphia for 
the further exploitation of “The Clans- 
man,” and the result of his brilliant efforts 
proved the downfall of the play. Every- 
body remembers how the vulgarity of Miss 
Nethersole’s version of “ Sapho” -waé con- 
stantly urged by the press agent in the 
belief that the thore vulgarity Is adver- 
tised the. more eagerly it is sought. And 
what was trie of “ Sapho” is equally ‘true 
of all shady or ‘suggestive dramas. 

To the credit’ of the better class of 
actresses and singers, as well as man- 
agers and. representatives, it may be said 
that the bureau of lying ie fast passing 
into disrepute. The actress is beginning 
to. understand that the stories associated 
with her name serve only to make her 
ridicglous, to put her in ah unenviable 
position before the public, and to detract 
from the dignity of her art and her own 
personal standing. If it were better un- 
derstood, no reputable actress would per- 
amit her press agent to coin and put in 
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courage him and the public declines to. 
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‘Grasse is niore than $6,000,000 a year. 
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atest gain in advantageous advertising, 
but the tendencf# of theatrical promotion 
is toward better things,. not excluding the 
Hmitation of the agent’s duties And 
the attitude of the press in exposing the 
thinness of the agent’s story, if not in 
condignty eonsigning it to: the waste 
basket, further limite his province of 
mendacity and impudence. With the 
suppression and disappearance of the the- 
atrical sensation monger'a more dignified 
position for the members of the dramatic 
profession is assured.

fumes.” The subject is the flower indus- 


try of Grasse, in southern France. The 
imagination. fails to grasp the statistics 
presented. Five billion jasmine flowers 
picked during August and September con- 
stitute only a small part of.the flower 
crop of this little town. Violets, roses, 
orange flowers, and all the other fragrant 
blossoms which are the foundation of the 
French perfumers’ trade are raised in this 
favored spot, and the flower harvest ex- 
tends over nine months of the year. 
Without feeling envious of the prosper- 
ity of the town of Grasse, an American 
cannot help feeling that there is room in 
the United States for successful competi- 


’ tion with its floral industry. The. whole 


of the United States produces at present 


‘about one-twelfth the amount of essential! 


oil of flowers produced by Grasse alone, 
Yet there are in the United States regions 
as highly favored by nature as the shuth 
of France. The flower crop is cultivated 
ag easily as many of the crops over which 
American farmers bending their 
backs. An acre of violets is worth more 
than an acre of corn or an acre of cotton. 
The difficulty of taking up a new business 
need not stand in the way of flower rais- 
ing, since this country bas already an 
abundance of expert flower raisers. The 
trouble is that attention has been given 
too exclusively to raising flowers for the 
city market. 

Chicago is one of the great flower mar- 
kets of the United States, and the amount 
of money annually spent here for cut 
flowers is something almost fabulous, It 
would be hard to induce a man who finds 
a market here for all the violets he can 
raise to go to raising them for the per- 
fumers. But there are regions sunnier 
than Cook county where flowers may be 
raised in the open air on a scale un- 
thought of here, where there are no cities 
near to absorb the supply of cut flowers, 
and where an abundance of labor may bé 
obtained at low wages to gather the har- 
vest. The value of the flower crop of 
It 
will take a lotig time to build up a busi- 
ness like that in California or Texas, but 
the stake is worth working for. There is, 
after all, a limit to the cut flower market, 
but there is none to the perfume market,. 
because the essential oils do not deterio- 
rate with time, and may be held over 
from a year of abundance to one of scarci- 
ty, always realizing a fair price. 


| THE CITY BOSS, 

“Fighting his way” is no figure of 
speech in New York politics. This is the 
conelusion to be drawn from an article in 
Pearson’s Monthly, in which Alfred Hen- 
ry Lewis describes the personality and the 
career of Florence Sullivan of Manhat- 
tan, known as “ Big Florrie.” “ He’s got 
the punch. make no mistake,” says one of 
his admirers. “* He was raised down here 
where it’s ‘Stay in the house or fight.*”’ 

Big Florrie began ‘to make‘a living at 
the printer’s trade. His health suffered 
from the confinemefft, and he took up the 
open air life of a boatman. In this life 
he developed until] he became a muscular 
marvel. Next he became a policeman cf 
the river squad and fought with the river 
thieves of all sorts. Tiring of the police- 
man’s life he opened a saloon and sold 
drinks for four years. He kept “a lily 
whité place,” but he sickened of the busi- 
ness. He never has tasted liquor or to- 
bacco himself, and he could not %ee why 
he should sell such things to others. He 
had made money, but he could not keep 
it; he was too generous. Mayor Van 
Wyck gave him a city office at a. good 
salary at a time when he was penniless, 
and after that apparently he was no longer 
penniless. . 

Boss Croker saw the fighting power of 
the young Irishman. Big Florrie had by 
natute.a large, vigorous frame, and had 
not weakened-it by tobacco, liquor, or 
other indulgences. He had led for many 
years a life which had given him powerful 
muscles and reliance upon his strength. 
He had a reputation for bravery testified 
by his medals for saving drowning men 
and by his record as a fighter with pirates 
and wharf rats. Croker put him in 
charge of the Tammany organization of 
the Eighth district, the infamous red light 
district. © 

The first thing Big Florrie did was to 
buy a pair of kid gloves, so as not to soil 
his hands. The next thing was to go out 
into the street and knock down the first 
specimen he met of the species of men 
who live on the earnings of fallen women. 
Then he went through the district, smash- 
ing right and left, careful not to touch the 
vile creatures with: ungloved. hand, but 
felling and bruising all whom he found 
of this class. Within a week the dstrict 
wae cleaned up. No one cared to come 
again within reach of the iron pand within 
the glove, and the police had orders not 
to interfere.

SEPARATE tga POR JAPANESE. 

Chicago, Oct, 26.—[Editor of The Tribune.} 
~—In your issue of this day I note the follow- 
ing: ‘ After all the years of friendship be- 
tween the two nations it seems too bad that 
the poor, innocent little Japanese schoo! chil- 
dren should! be subject to suchsindignities, 
said the ambassador.’’ 

This hag a pathetic ring about it, but unfor- 
tunately for the pathos It isnot correct. For 
several years prior to the great earthquake 
I was engaged on the plans of the United 
States cruisers California, South Dakota, 
etc., now being completed at San Francisco, 
and there were several Japanese naval offi- 
cers and students engaged in making plans 
of warships, with free access to all the plans 
of the United States battleship Ohio and the 
cruisers I have named... These men were ca- 
pabie and gentlemanly officers of the mikado, 
but the point is that these gentlemen had full 
access to all details of design and construc- 
tion as tranemitted by our navy department 
to the contractors. There were officers of 
other ngtionalities at the works,’ but I newer 
saw these men copying our plans, so I should 
say that the Japanese were treated asa most 
favored nation. 

As to the school question. My children 
were girls and went to school at San Fran- 
cisco, one In the lower grades.

An attempt was made at one time to bring 
about a marriage between Princess Louise 
and King Alfonso, but the scheme .did not 
materialize, owing to Alfonso’s infatuation 
for Ena of Battenberg. As wife, however, 
of Don Carlos of Bourbon, the princess might 
nevertheless be called upon to play a notable 
role in Spanish affairs. For, in the event of 
King’ Alfonso dying childless, it is the little 
4 year old son of Don Carlos who would at 
once succeed to the throne, and in that event- 
the child's parents would naturally become 
the de facto, if not the de jure, regents of 
Spain throughout his long minority. 

Don Carlos, it may be remembered, married 
the eldest sister of King Alfonso. She had 
been queen of Spain as a little girl during 
the seven months which intervened between 
the death of her father and the birth of her 
brother, and at the time of her demise she 
bore the title of princess of the Asturias, 
which was shared, according to Spanish cus- 
tim, by her consort, but which he has now 
dropped. He is a younger son of the head of 
the Neapolitan branch of the house of Bour- 
bon, the count of Caserta, who at the death 
of his* half-brother, the ex-king of Naples, 
prociaimed his pretensions to the crown of 
the two Sicilies, now merged in the kingdom 
of Italy. Carlos has been brought up wholly 
in Spain under the direction and at the ex- 
pense of his mother-in-law, Queen Christina, 
to whom he 1s devoted, and served with con- 
siderable gallantry in Cuba during the insur- 
rection which preceded the war between this 
country and Spain. 

While a pleasant, well bred man, whose life 
has been singularly free from scandal, and 
who as mentor of his young brother-in-law, 
King Alfonso, has succeeded in keeping the 
latter out of many a scrape, he is perhaps 
wrongly credited with exercising a reaction- 
ary influence upon the latter in politics and 
is charged with the responsibility of every 
act of Don Alfonso that does not meet with 
the approval of the liberals. Owing to this 
Don Carlos is not popular with the people of 
the land of his adoption.

Stephen Pichon, who has just been ap- 
pointed minister of foreign affairs at Paris 
in the new Clemenceau administration, was 
formerly a newspaper reporter on Clemen- 
ceau’s Parisian paper, La Justice, and made 
use of his opportunities there to secure his 
election as a member of the municipal! coun- 
cil. From thence he migrated tothe chamber 
of députies and played his cards so well 
there that he was offered the post of minister 
plenipotentiary to Hayti, whence he was 
transferred after several years’ service to 
Peking to take the place of M. Gerard, now 
ambassador to Toklo. 

Pichon, it may be rermembered, gave evi- 
dence of great resource and gallantry as one 
of the leaders of the defense of the foreign 
legations at Peking when besieged by the 
boxer insurgents, whose rebellion he had 
‘been alone among the foreign diplomats in 
China to foresee and to predict, when. most 
of his colleagues were living in a fool's para- 
dise. So great was the enthusiasm aroused 
by his behavior during the siege, not only in 
his own country but also abroad, that his 
government was led to recognize his services 
by promoting him to that most agreeable of 
all posts in the diplomatic service of the re- 
public—namely: the position of French pleni- 
potentiary and resident at Tunis, which can 
only be compared to the sem!-viceregal office 
of Lord.Cromer in Egypt, since the French 
resident, who receives magnificent pay and 
allowances, is to all intents and purposes the 
ruler of the beylik of Tunis. 

M. Pinchon Hkewise did some clever work 
in Brazil in connection with the settlement 
of the Guiana boundary question, and has a 
rich wife in the person of the niece and one 
6f the heiresses of old “ Papa” Verdier, the 
well known proprietor of the Maison Doree 
restaurant, and who for near half a cen- 
tury was one of the landmarks of the French 
metropolis, on terms of something more.than 
mere acquaintance not only with most lead- 
ing Frenchmen but also with all those for- 
‘eign monarchs, princes, and statesmen who 
were wont to seek relaxation and amusement 
on the Parisian boulevards, where his restau- 
rant was their favorite rendezvous. In fact, 
Mme. Pinchon’s relationship to old Verdier 
should go far to assure her husband of the 
sympathy of all those great personages who 
acquired their knowledge of la haute gour- 
meterie and of la grande cuisine at the 
Maison Doree.

Collective insurance {is necessary to public health. Wage earners 
will not and eannot provide for surgical and medical care at all com- 
mensurate with their needs. As individuals they will suffer from the 
effects of accidents and occupational disease until the effects become 


ruinous and hereditary before they will ask medical advice for which, 


as individuals, they know they cannot pay. An ordinary medical bill 
and other. expenses incident to unemployment for prolonged ‘sickness 
due to occupation represent a year’s. wages. Nor will voluntary organi- 
zation meet the social demand, because associations and insurance 
compares select their clients by medical examinations, and many who 
most need insurance are thus excluded. Only through compulsory 
insurance will the means of preventing disease and keeping up the 
vitality and industrial efficiency of ‘the workers be provided . One might 
as well say that those who do not send their own children to school 
must suffer for thet neglect as to leave workmen and their families to 
provide medical ‘care as individuals. Compulsory education has become 
law because the nation is compelled to provide education for its ‘citi- 
zens, and has no other method available to protect itself against 
ignorance and vice. But insurance, obligatory and universal, is neces- 
sary to provide means both of health and education, and is just as vita] 
to national welfare as public schools and for the same reasons. There 
is no argument which pleads for compulsory education which does not 
involve the principle of obligatory insurance. Herbert Spencer was 
consistent when he rejected free public schools, since he was head of 
all the individualists.

The world’s first protest agaihst the idle question was the estab- 
lished “information bureau.” It was a qualified success in its-day, but 
its day is going—or gone. From the beginning the information 
window in a great business or in a great quasi-public institution had 
for its purpose the elimination of idle questions. The man who dealt 
information was schooled to prompt, business replies. Prompt business 
answers do not satisfy the idle questioner. Were this not a condition 
10,000 information windows would not have been established. 


Are you, reader, asking questions idly or putting idle questions 
seriously? If so, thou art the man. It is worth more than your time 
to decide this serious question for yourself. 

You have stopped your fellow man in a public thoroughfare and 
have asked him how far up or down the way is the cross street which 
you were’seeking. The quicker and the more confident his step the 
greater faith you have pinned to his information. But if his answer 
begins with allowing you five blocks’ margin in reaching your destina- 
tion, have you not sometimes listened idly to his detailed squares and 
landmarks in the hope of stopping just such another man four blocks 
farther on and repeating your question?’ You are a public offender 
if you have. You may have cost him $1 or $1,000 in time; you may 
have been one of those last straws in the nervous breakdown of a day.

Industrial efficiency is at the basis of successful manufacturing 
enterprises, and this efficiency is kept at its height by collective in- 
surance against accident and disease. When the injured or enfeebled 
workman knows that there is a fund to pay for medical and surgical 
care and that he has gained a right to apply to it by having contributed 
to it he will seek help early in the illness when medical men can give 
him the most help, for every hour of neglected hurt lessens the prob- 
ability of cure. Of course such collective medical. care is Mable. to 
abuse; but it is precisely the medical men who are most competent and 
ready to devise ways of circumventing. malingerers. We may. safely 
leave that abuse, as fraternal societies and casualty insurance com- 


- panies do, to the skill and sagacity of the profession most interested. 


Interested also are the physicians who, under present customs, are 
compelled to give their services without certainty of payment, and 
therefore must charge those who can pay enough to cover the cost of 
helping the destitute poor, or they must go without pay. Only under a 
system of obligatory insurance can the pay of physicians and surgeons 
be placed on an equitable basis; and this system should be administered 
in such a way as to give physicians a voice in control, though never a 
majority. 

It could be shown easily that rural workers are interested in 
social insurance. If they are agricultural laborers, who are required 
more and more to work with dangerous machinery, as well as with 
animals liable to injure them, they need security against want when 
injured or sick. If they are employers of others, the employers’ liability 
law, as at present interpreted, exposes them to financial ruin if- wage 
earners when injured press for their rights. And farmers themselves 
need a better organization of accident and sickness insurance which 
will furnish them protection at moderate cost. For the same social 
machinery which affords insurance to workmen can be offered on the 
voluntary principle to all persons whose income ie so small as to place 
them in the class of low paid toilers. . |

vitally interested in having workingmen on low wages insured; the

If ekery applicant understood that there 
would be a thorough examination of the 
condition of the bank by an expert not only. 
before insurance would issue but frequently 
thereafter, the company would have few, if 
any, applications from unsound banks. 

“The failures in Chicago and Philadel- 
phia,’’ says Short, “have done nearly as 
rouch harm, by reason of the rural free de- 
livery, as though the failures had oecurred 
in the Rext county [tnstead of hundreds of 
miles away. It is time the bankers of the 
state took the matter in hand and made 
such provision. to safeguard their customers 
as will. guarantee absolute safety to every 
depositor.”

Tt was in April, 1906, 
that the colony at Stockel 
Was established under im- 
pulsion from Chapelier’s 
etirring words and wrkings.

Every Sunday some 
one of the colonists makes 
public speeches on their 
views. Sometimes 400 lLis- 
teners are present, chiefly 
peasants and their wives 
from the neighboring farm 
lands, all simple folk, with 

vague surmises as to the problems of human society, 
some pertraps scarcely understanding a scheme that 
has for its fundamental basis perfect individual liberty. 

Not only anarchists but social students are watch- 
ing the little colony, wondering if the plan of life the 
members have laid out will prove practicable. 

At present, undoubtedly, the colony is dominated, 
not held together, by the enthusiasm of its sen Ra 
Nominally there is no leader or commander, ‘ut the 
strong will ever tpress himself upon the weaker one. 

It may be expected, also, if the colony grows im- 
portant enough to be considered, the .members® will 
not be permitted to live beyond the law; for the gov- 
ernment of Belgium will begin to interfere with the 
rosy dreams of Chapelier and his fellow anarchists. 
Then they either will have to adopt the doctrine of 
resistance or disband, tnless they manage to transplan’ 
the colony to more friendly shores, 

At present, however, the plan seems to be work- 
ing out to the practical well being and contentment of 
the idealists.

Sara Bernhardt’s Sour Milk. 


A health food that is attracting a great 
deal of attention is the sour milk fad which 
originated with Sarah Bernhardt. A Ger- 
mab physician gave her the prescription and 
Sarah tried it and found it good. It works 
something like this: | 

Three quarts of whole milk, sealed in bot- 
tles, are set away to get sour. The spot 
should be of medium température, a warm 
place in the refrigerator or a cool spot in the 
kitchen. The milk should not chil), neither 
should it sour too quickly. On the fifth day 
it should be just sour enough. It should be 
heavy and inclined to clabber. This is the 
ideal state. 

The clabber is now taken out with a table 
spoon and spread in a saucer where it is 
sprinkled with powdered sugar. [It is eaten 
with cream or without. And Sarah Bern- 
hardt attributes her very youthful appear- 
ance to the fact that she takes from three 
to six quarts of it a day and not much else. 
It-acts as meat and drink and keeps her thin 
and graceful. 

Sour milk is not so good. But clabbered 
milk is excellent beyond comparison. So say 
the health faddists who have tried it.

In connection one family especially 
comes to mindJames Grant's.

By careful buying in quantities at the down- 
town stores, always paying cash, discount- 
ing ges and electric light bills, and the ap- 
plication of sane business methods to the 
household econpmy, !t easily can be demon- 
strated that city expenses are not unreason- 
ably high. 

Then, too, the moral and religious tone of 
the small town is not a whit better than the 
city, while the educational opportunities of 
the; latter are immeasurably greater. No- 
body has to associate with a low element 
even in the city unless he wants to, and the 
decent parts of the metropolis are of a high 
enough grade for anybody. The small towns 
are behind in this respect because everybody 
knows everybody else. Everybody in town 
knows all about you, busy tongues wag, and 
the way is made harder because of irre- 
sponsible gossip.

the country, so that the references as given 
generally are from teachers who have had 
the. young men in question under their per- 
sonal supervision for a term of years. 

That we do not err in our selection of men 
in this respect is shown by the fact that, jo 
my knowledge, none of our repairmen or 
installers entering the homes and offices of 
subscribers have been apprehended on a 
charge of theft.

Have Freedom of Residences. 

It is surprising how readily Chicago people 
will permit a semi-official visitor, like a 
telephone inspector, to roam about wherever 
necessary without any surveillance what- 
ever. When one of our men shows his cre- 
dential catd at the door he usually is given. 
the freedom of the house from attic to cellar. 
But householders never have had their trust 
betrayed by any of our men so far as it has 
come to the attention of the company. There 
have been cases where suspicion pointed to 
our men merely because of their presence in 

a house, but each has been able to establish 
“yy innocence. 

Anéther reason for exacting a record of 
honesty lies inthe fact that repairmen every 
day work usually alone and subject to every 
temptation of a city, far from the watch of 
any company official We could not keep 
accurate check on all the men all the time. 
We cannot tag after them and we could not 


say within several hours how soon any spe-. 
cific case of trouble should be cleared. Often 


the repair man goes from his home to-some 
point on the lines where his work is to be- 
gin, and ft would be possible for a dishonest 
man to steal time if that was his tendency.

Few Men “Soldier” on Jobs. 

There always are men who-yleld to the 
various temptations open to them when at 
work in different parts of the city and to 
“soldier ’’ on their job. We never are harsh 
the first tlme with men who are caught at 
this, and have found ‘that our best and 
most faithful men are among those who 
have been called in here once to answer for 
derelictions of this kind, The appeal we 
make to their honor usually impresses them, 
and thereafter they rarely are known to re- 
peat the offénse. . Our policy is to bear in 
mind the welfara of émployés as well as the 
company, and this spirit has awakened a 
loyalty among our repairmen which is valy- 
able, It enlists an enthusiastic interest in 
the company’s and. subscriber's welfare and 
in the efficiency of the service,

He is not 
advanced from this position until hie fore- 
man is convinced that he has been improving 
his time and sufficiently is acquainted with 
our work to be started out alone, Our work 
is complex, so that it requires months, in fact, 
years of study for an employé to gain a 
mastery of his work, 

The helper securing from his installer.a 
knowledge of the instrument and ite parts, 
the meaning of insulated wire and the need 
of installing it in a pegfect manner, may ad- 
vance to a position as helper to a foreman, 
who looks after branch exchange installa- 
tion work, this being more involved, due to 
embodying mifany of the principles of the 
large exchanges. He secures in this work 
a more extended knowledge of telephone cir- 
cuits, and the apparatus needed for signal- 
ing and tranemission purposes. He also be- 
gins to see the methods of operation.

Visited Daily by Foreman. 

During this period of his apprenticeship, in 
fact, throughout his entire employment in 
this division, he is looked after not only by 
the installer, to whom he acts as helper, but 
is visited daily by a general foreman, an ex- 
pert in our work, who notes all deficiencies 
in an installation and takes care to call faults 
to the attention of both the installer and his 
helper, and carefully explains to them the 
meaning of those faults, so that they will 
avoid. repetition. 

The helper, if he intends to succeed in our 
work, sees the advantage. in fact, the neces- 
sity, of study. If he has not already acquired 
that knowledge he begins to read elementary 
text books on electricity in order.that he may 
understand the use of the auxiliary appa- 
ratus used in our circuits. A large number 
of our men attend night school at Armour 
and Lewis institutes. 

A couple of years passed in this class of 
work makes the helger, or the inetaller, if he 
has been so advanced, a candidate for the 
repair force.

Promotions Made Fairly. 


Upward in the scale they become wire 
chiefs, in which capacity they look after :

field of work. They must, in addition ot 
directing the efforts of the force under them, 
carefully watch the growth in their ex- 
changes, in order to give advance information 
of any shortage of facilities, in Maer that all 
now instruments to be instaised may be cared 
for, both as to line and traffic requirements.

‘Cheap Lodging Houses Filled. 
All of the large cities are well represented 


by these wanderers, and in many cases they’ 


come from small country.towns. The latter

come one of those homeless, shifgless wan- 
Gerers. It is this class of wanderers who 
flock to the city at the approach of winter 
that fills to overflowing the cheap lodging 
houses and “ hotels.’’ The interiors of these

Give Up the Battle of Life. 

But in the main they are a rough lot—men 
who have something in their past which they 
wish kept secret; men. who, when seeking 
employment, are unable to furnish references 
as to ability or character, who long since have 
given up the battle for success. They carry 
with them in many instances young men 6éf 
promise who). being down in luca, have fallen 
in with this,class and gone down with them 
to a depth from which they scarcely can hope 
to rise. It is from this lodging house irmy 
that employment agents recruit men for the 
day labor work on the railroads of the west, 
for farm laborers, and during the winter 
months for the work of ice cutting for the 
large ice companies throughout the country. 
It is at such kinds of work only that this 
vast army is of any use. For thege positions 
no references are required, no questions are 
asked, 

It is a fact that,the majority of the most 
hopeless of Chicago's unemployed are Amer- 
ican born.+ Once out of the employment for 
which he thinks himself fitted the American 
may remain idle for a long time until he 
finds something in his line. 

, The foreigner who finds himself out of work 
will do anything, and for almost any price, 


and it is this willingnéts on their part and the 
scarcity of labor that has brought up the 
price of common labor during the last year. 
Many of the large employers prefer foreign 
labor and in many instances they denote the 
nationality which they prefer.

SKilled Men Not Idle Long. 

‘The section of Chicago's unemployed 
which is composed of tradesmen and skilled 
labor is the most easily handled. These 
men rarely are out of a position, and if they 
do lose one place they soon find another; or 
if there is a dul) period in their particular 
trade for any length of time they either 
turn to something elge to tide them over 
the dull season or wait quietly for the re 
sumption of business in their line of work. 
These usually are men of family who, get- 
ting good wages, are so situated that a few 
weeks of idleness does not put them in 
want or suffering. Although a number of 
these men ‘are out of work, they are not 
men who need be dreaded, as are the un- 
skilled laborers and tramps of the city. 

The unsettled industrial conditions which 
prevail also affect in a great measure the 
size and quality of the unemployed army. 
Frequent strikes which put hundreds of 
skilled men out of work annually are to 
blame for many of the unemployed people 
in Chicago. At the same time these strikes 
are creating a sort of trade, or rather oc- 
cupation, and “‘ strike breaking ’”’ is becom- 
ing more and more @ factor in the industrial 
circles of Chicago, These‘ breakers " when 
at work receive big money, but when neo 
strikes are in progress they are out of work 
and their numbers increase to no small ex- 
tent the ranks of the unemployed. There 
are many other agencies and conditions 
which serve to add to or detract from this 
unemployed throng, and the forces of this 
great army constantly are changing. The 
oM4 army moves on and a new one takes 
its place. 


How to Be Healthy Though You Work Hard 


HEN ft ie said of a 
man that he is kill- 
ing himself with 
work I never think that a reason- 
able supposition is being made. 
Work in itself certainly is not murderous. On 
the contrary, it is one of the conditions of 


“health, of functional! equilibrium. One of the 
“most ardent and: without doubt one of the 
most sincere apostles of the collectivist doc- | 


trine recently announced the advent of a gol- 
den age when it would suffice that each one 
should work an hour and twenty minutes 
every day in order to satisfy his needs and 
fulfill his duties to the community; this is a 
perspective which Inspires me with no en- 
thusiasm; twenty-two hours.and forty min- 


Svcs of leisure would drive humanity into 


iphysical decadence, to. the most 
somb ‘stupidity, unless. ait this excess of 
unemployed force should turn us back to 
‘the probable ferocity of our ancestors. Long 
‘daily labor is a necessary reinforcement of 
our energies, a: marvelous regulation of our 
nervous tension; let us beware then of re- 
ducing it without consideration.

The Hygiene of Toil. 


There are, to be sure, trade maladies and: 


evil conditions of labor. A man may become 
diseased because he has long inhaled dele- 
terious vapors or dust. Without a doubt 
there exists a hygiene of toil, whether mus- 
cular or intellectual. But we must begin by 
saying to the nonchalant that an organ 
which remains overlong in repose atrophies, 
whereas the organ which habitually func- 
tions continually develops and perfects itself. 

What induces fatigue and illness is insuffi- 

clent nourishment, badly chosen, badly ap- 


portioned; it is the abuse of poor tonics, stim- 


ulants, alcohol; it is unhealthy lodgings, 
badly Ventilated workshops, in companion- 
ship with the tuberculous. The child labor 
law was excellent, because it has been dem- 
onstrated that we cannot without harm con- 
strain to prolonged effort muscles that still 
are imperfect. But an adult who knows his 
measure, and who does not tipple, is wearied 
the less a8 his labor is the more regular. 


Idleness te Perilous: 

Born of sensibility, for it was the incessant 
stimuli coming from the exterior world which 
charged the tonicity of our muscles, our 
strength is in us not to vibrate in its place, 
but to go out of us and achieve, and to realize 
itself in deeds. Not without peril could it be 
left to accumulate in our merve centers. Inac- 
tion leads first to madness, then to atrophy. 

Let us cultivate, then, a love of labor, source 
of renewed energy, increased strength, of 
contentment and well being. Let us occupy 
ourselves unwearyingly with the ameliora- 
tion of the conditions of labor and the exe

tension of hygiene and moderation in labor; 
let us require the sanitation of factory and 
home; let us multiply cheap hygienic restau- 
rants, close the saloons, civilize the workers;

Those who are weighted 
with serious responsibilities have added to 
these perils, in proportion to the multiplicity 
and ingenuity of their efforts, nervous ten- 
sion, anxiety, fear. 

The Anglo-Saxons who are drilled néver to 
appear hasty or anxious, and who nearly al- 
Ways condemn any show of emotions, com- 
port themeelves like sages. The outward 
calm serves to quiet the inner turbulence. 
Impatience, enervation, exaltation, are less 
maters of temperament than of custom. 
They are habits to Which one may oppose 
the contrary habits. There often are people 
who work little and still expend much nerv- 
Ous energy, precisely because their indolence 
communicates to them an Insecurity which 
distresses their minds. ‘He who knows he 
has done everything he coulé awaits calmly 
the results of his efforts,

Do Not Wait for Inspiration. 

The most illustrious of our writers do not 
wait at all on the coming of an inspiration 
from heaven; they solicit it in a simple fash- 
ion by extreme continulty and perfect regu- 
larity in their labor. The most Olympian 
geniuses set to work every morning at the 
same hour, just like good employés in an 
office; and it is the continuity of their atten- 
tion on the same. object that multiplies their 
thought until it acquires a grandeur. .For the 
majority their productive power was one long 
patience. Nothing is wiser than to set one- 


self with regularity to one’s 
task. For any one whois not 
endowed with a powerful will, 
with a prodigious moral energy, for him who 
is not endowed with sovereign human virtues, 
the simplest thing is to contract habits of use- 
fulness; they are as tenacious as evil habita. 
Let us regulate our lives minutely, and seat

at the same monient, in order that our brain 
join apply itself to its task in the same way 
as the stomach, automatically, and, like the 
stomach, become congested and cry famine 
at the accustomed hour.

Habit Is a Second Nature. 

Habit is, indeed, second nature, It is the 
strength of the feeble and it is the secret of 
the strong. The famous Italian, Mosso, says 
with justice that continuity of thought on the 
game object singularly multiplies the value 
of time. It is an @xcellent formula. In three 
hours of intense labor which procures, con- 
tinuity of definite useful thought, one makes 
more progress than in twenty scattered hours 
of vague meditation, of unprecise dreams 


jwhich await the descent of the heavenly in- 


spiration. The most illustrious writers in 
the world proceed thus; and the majority of 
them consecrate but two or three hours a 
day to their work, because involuntary medi- 
tation, the obsession of the work at hand, 
would. drag them through the entire day. 

The hygiene of the body also should be 
regulated. The man in the office must com- 
pel himself to take more muscular exercise 
every day under pain of upsetting his entire 
organism, A walk, a bicycle ride, gym- 
nastics, are helpful provided they are not 
continued to the point of weariness, 

*e * 
Exercise Should Be Automatic. 

The muscular exertion should be auto- 
matic and not require the intervention of 
the will. 

In order to prevent nutritive disorders, 
obesity and other ills, be sober—extremely 
sober. Habitual high’ living, exquisite 
wines, liqueurs, absinthe, injure our or- 
gans, change the brain, destroy equilibrium, 
gerenity, and the reign of thought; after some 
moments of exasperation they impart a 
heaviness, a funereal torpor. Plethora and 
dyspepsia do not promote genius. Nearly 
all our great writers drank water. For a 
man who wishes to lead a beautiful life of 
labor debauches and their disorders can be 
but a cause of disaster. But a noble love 
only can elevate the soul and waken the 
will to surpass even one’s own gifts. Women 
have a taste for the fame of him whom they 
love: théir preserce is encouraging; their 
practical sense is an aid to realization, and 
their tenderness is the most magnificent 
recompense for the victory over indolence 
and the soft attractions of repose.

It is, however, in private Ife that the 
worker generally utterly falls to see what 
the principles of economy, if continually 
practi¢ded, would do for him in the course of 
a few years.

When many 
men could get into business, provided they 
produce “a few hundred dollars, not seldom 
they are without the meney. It fs doubtless 
hard to practice self-denial, and occasionally

Danger of Generous Impulses. 

Tt is the easiest thing in the world for the 
spendthrifts and n’erdowells to say that be- 
fore they would go without a drink, or a 
good cigar, or refuse to take in a good show 
occasionally, they would die. This latter 
class of people often will waste enough inside 
a few years to enable them to go into a small 
business for themselves and be independent. 
And the outcome wenerally is\ chat the man 
of small economies often rules the man of so- 
called generous impulses. And when the man 
of spendthrift habits is under the rule of the 
man who was hard put to it to save his dol- 
lars and cents, he not seldom curses loud and 
long because of the alleged meanness of the 
man ontop.

System of Merits and Demerits. | 

It provides for a system of merits and de- 
merits put into bookkeeping form as debits 
and credits to the account of each man. The 
debit may be offset with credit marks earned 
afterward by “ perfect record.” As gener- 
ally adopted, perfect record may not be en- 
tered into the book as credits ahead of de- 
merit marks, although what is called 
* extraordinary record " may go into a man’s 
book before entry has been made in the debit 
side and to offset possible future debit en- 
tries. “ Extraordinary record” is “ notably 
excellent conduct,” “‘deeds of heroism,” 

“conspicuous loyalty,” or “marked abil- 
ity ** and “ good judgment in handling emer- 
gencies,”” 

These rules have resulted in better service 
to the company and yet, in spite of their 
strictness, they have in them part of that 
which makes life worth living to the consci- 
entious transportation employé6. For in- 
stance, a@ Man may break small rules fre- 
quently—say the little ones as to neatness of 
dress, and his superior officer would not 
think the offense was worth a suspension.

Conductors Are Well Groomed. 

Well groomed and immaculate conductors 
have been the result of this system. To the 
good trainmaster it has been suggested to 
notice how the applicant for a position of 
conductor wears his cuffs and necktie, 
whether his clothes on duty fit him and their 
quality, and whether his fingers are stained 
with nicotine. When on duty he te expected 
to have well cutclothes, unwrinkléd‘neckties, 
and collars unfrayed and warranted not to 
slip off at the buttonhole. Lapses in this cate- 
gor¥ Will be @iitered as reprimands into his 
account, and & mah does not like to”have 
many of them creep up against him. On the 
other hand, he is not suddenly deprived of 
part of the wherewithal to get these little 
niceties by being suspended. 

Putting im this system is characterized by 


good feeling among employés. There: are 
two causes for irritation removed, it is pointed 
out, one, the loss at any time of a part or a 
whole month's — and the fact of all 
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O business man likes to assdciate with 
men who have been connected with 
failure, even though they were not the 


cause of the disaster. Associate with 

successful firms, even if you have to 
work for lower salary at first. Talk with 
men who are successful. Study their meth- 
ods. It will breed confidence in you, give the 
right tone to your work, and generally prove 
inspirational. When you can prove you've 
been connected with successes you'll get all 
the business you want. 

Nothing succeeds like success. Nor is there 
anything so helpful to the ordinary man as 
associating with successful men and firms. 
Thousands of men have left successful con- 
cerns with a knowledge of their system and 
methods which has proved instrumental in 
building up big businesses, and, largely 
through the knowledge and inspiration 
gained, made successful headway them- 
selves. 

The head of one of the largest clothing 
stores in Chicago is reported as saying: 
** Men leave this concern who have been earn- 
ing $2,000 or $8,000 a year and take positions 
with other firms frequently at double the 
amount I have been paying them. More the 
prestige of having been employed here than 
anything else. Candidly, I think the experi- 
ence received here, though valuable, is often 
overrated, but it all goes to show what a 
“boost” a man gets when he can say: 
*I’ve been working for So-and-So for three 
or four years past.’ ”

Investigate Future Employer. 

Securing positions with the proper kind of 
firms is something well worthy of the careful 
attention of any man who desires to make 
good headway in the world. Not only does 
a responsible and successful firm offer the 
prospect of permanent employment at 4 
gradually increasing salary, but the careful 
study of the methods of high grade men—the 
way they write letters, evolve and put into 
operation new ideas, and tread down dif- 
ficulties in their path—is an education In 
itself. 

Seekers of employment, however, are often 
in too much haste. They forget that when 
they enter a man’s or a firm’s employ they 
really enter into a contract—though it be not 
a written one. On the one Sand, the em- 
ployer guarantees to pay a weekly or month- 
ly wage, and in return for that money the 
employé tacitly agrees to do his stmost te 
further the progress oy his master’s business.

Every business man should be in touch 
with a lawyer, but one of the common mis- 
takes of a business man is that he takes the 
lawyer's advice on matters of business. | 

We should remember that @ lawyer is to 
ug practically like a dictionary—a place of 
reference. Lawyers by the nature of their 
vocation, have much to do with concerns 
who are in trouble financially. 

A lawyer knows law primarily and bus!- 
néss secondly. The business man knows 
business first and law second. The success- 
ful business man’s advice on a business mat- 
ter is worth more than the advice of forty 
lawyers on a matter of business. 

Use a lawyer to keep out of trouble. Let 
him see your contracts and al) papers per- 
taining to leases, purchases, salaries, royalty, 
or any documents that may be brought into 
court as evidence later on. 

When you are pushed into the corer and 
must fight, then get the best lawyer, for ina 
fight at court more often it is that the best 
lawyer wins rather than the best side of the 
case. 

Legal struggles seldom pay. Lawsuits take 
up time and money, and the results at best 
hardly pay for the time, money, and worry 
you have expended. The good lawyer keeps 
you from fighting. Many lawyers are graft- 
ers, however, and they advise fight, for they 
make money whichever way the suit goes.

The short cut to the propo- 
sition ig that they figure out that if you are 
in favor of the plan and have given the mat- 
ter much thought it is simpler for them to 
coincide with your views than to take the 
opposite side, for nearly always the man seek- 
Ing advice, in reality, is only looking for 
these who will confirm his own opinions.

Records show that lawyers, ministers, and 
‘doctors are more negligent in matters of 
business than any other class of men, 
whether following professionai or business 
vocations. The average lawyer flies away 
important papers In a pigeon hole in his 
desk. When he wants to get at things it is 
a question of rumaging through it. The 
lawyer as a rule never had any practical 
business experience. He doesn’t see the 
smooth side of the regular operation of busi- 
ness at all, and his advice on the matter of 
business isn’t worth listening to. 

Use the lawyer to safeguard your business 
from attacks. Let him see to it that in your 
operations you are not laying yourself liable 
to damage suits, garnishments, or other dis- 
agreeable legal processes which annoy-the 
business man.

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Fish Shipped 
Alive; Fattened 
for the Market. 


By Lester B. Colby. 


HIPPING live carp from the lakes 


where they are taken in nets to thé 


city where they are stored alive in 

large tanks of water ig an industry 

probably without paraiiel in the whole 
country. The more surprising js the method 
employed in the shipment. The fish are sent 
imio the city in boxes closely packed and 
without water to keep them alive, 

The firm which originated and carries on 
this novel industry is a Chicago firm of fish 
ana oyster dealers. The comecern is armed 
with a government permit to seine for carp 
in the Fox Lake region of northern Illinois. 
This constitutes tht chain of lakes formed by 
Pistakee, Fox, Nippersink, and Graes lakes, 
together with the connecting Fox fiver and 
the minor lakes of the chain. 

This ingenious firm, since the carp became 
thick in the region; has shipped hundreds of 
thousands of pounds to the Chicagoand New 
York markets. They have been known to 
take 60,000 pounds in a day. 

* s 


Expressed in Airtight Box:s. 

The big seines are set in the lake and slow- 
ly reeled in until the fish are inclosed in @ 
small compass, and confined where they can 
be handled readily. At the latest possible 
moment the fish are taken from the water 
and packed in flat fish boxes. 

These boxes are then covered over with 
chipped ice or when possible snow is used. 


The covering is closely tamped down to pre- | 


vent the entrance of air and as many boxes 
as can be packed are rushed to the train 
for shipment. So much anxiety ie shown 
to hurry them to Chicago without waste of 
time that often during the shipping sedson, 
which is in the late fall and winter, thé ex- 


press train which takes them is délayed to 


from five to ten minutes at the station while 
the boxes of living express are being loaded. 

In Chicago the train is met by wagons and 
are driven with all possible speed to the ware- 
house, which contains the mammoth tank. 
In all the figh are probably not out of the 
water over an hour and twenty minutes, and 
the figures of the company show that not 
more than from 8 to 7 per cent die asa re- 
sult of their waterless journey.

Fattened in Tanks for Marfet. 

Another peculiar feature of the industry 
is the fact that the fish are fed and fatted 
for the market in the Chicago vats. Carp, ag 
is known, will eat anything from ordinary 
sewage to shelled corn. They are given a 
fattening diet of soaked grains, and flesh is 
put on them in the practical manner em- 
ployed in fattening the ordinary produce of 
the farm and barnyard for shipment. 

Often carp are taken weighing from thirty 
to forty pounds and when ready for the mar- 
ket they haye been known to tip the scales 
at fifty and sixty. 

The ordinary American palate does not 
consider carp edible, but the company has 
worked up an extensive business tn its novel 
trade, selling Jewish people the live fish, 
which are killed in the manner prescribed 
by their religious rites. The tenacity of the 
carp for life enables them alone to be handled 
in this manner, and the concern which has 
worked up the novel trade has a complete 
and lucrative eaten on the business.

C. Hembree of 402 Bast 

Chestnut street has at the cost of much 

investigation prepared tables of statistics 

showing just what the Chicago department 

has done during the last thirty years in 

ca.ching criminals who haa . perated outside of its juris- 
diction and who came into the city as fugitives. 

In thirty years Chicago policemen have caught 2,869 
criminals wanted elsewhere and who were extradited. 
Of this number ninety-eight were alleged murderers. 

This work has been accomplished at large expense 
to thetaxpayers of the city of Chicago. A half million 
would scarcely pay for the food that has been bought, 
and all the time the policemen who have been doing the 
work have been drawing salary from the city treas- 
ury.

Chicago Unsafe Place to Abide. 

Chicago has paid out hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to place criminals in other cities in jail. 

The story, as the Rev. Mr. Hembree has figured it 
out, is a simple one and deals more with geography 
than with crime. Chicago is the central metropolis and 
is approached by railroads from al) sides, north, west. 
south, and east. New York is but eighteen hours away, 
and be the fugitive a highwayman who is bound for 
St. Louis he invariably stops off in Chicago. Criminals 
coming in from opposite directions meet him between 
depots and Chicago policemen are given an unusual op- 
portunity to arrest fugitives. 

It is a fact that im recent yéars two-thirds of the 
fugitives have been arrested insiie the loop. It is also. 
a fact that they are nearly all transients. 

Some get through, but there are several hundred a 
year who have committed crimes in other places that 
fall to dodge the Sea re between depots.

Dr, Hembree finds that Milwaukee has furnished 
more criminals to Chicago than any other city. The 
second city is New York, according to his compilation. 

The figures, however, show that crime is rampant 
everywhere, and that Chicago has been the scapegoat 
for the whole country, and its police department been 
subjected to oriticism when actually the local bluecoats 
should have been praised. The city has arrested nearly 
3,000 men, paid the expenses for their keeping, and then 
turned them over, free of charge, to the marshal, sheriff, 
or police officer having a requisition.

Cincinnati, and southern 
and western towns have pointed to Chicago repeatedly 
as the center of crime and their own local departments 
have shed their hairs accordingly.

Justice Doesn't Like Oratory. 


He will state the case, plainly and strongly. If you 
have a lawyer he will try to earn Wis fee by talking. 
Every minute over five that he talks hurts your. case. 
The justice has it well in hand, knows the essential 
facts, and probably has his decision made. A shyster 
lawyer for $10 can talk you from a $5 and costs fine 
up to $50 agd a bridewell sentence if the justice’s liver 
happens to be out of order.

In many cases, especially those of men suspected of 
grave crimes, the-police, knowing that the professional 
bondsmen are friendly with such men, resort to a trick 
to’ hold the men in the station until they can capture 
pals, or collect evidence, or recover stolen prop- 
erty. The bail bondsman may set them free, and an 
hour of freedom for one of these men imay destroy all 
the. police evidence, enables the pals to escape, or the 
swag to disappear. The law says that all prisoners 
must have equal chances of securing their freedom. 
But police stations and justice shops do not deal much 
in the letter of either law or justice. They wage war on 
crooks and criminals, and they violate the laws them- 
selves to beat the men who are trying to beat them 
with the law. In fact. law is one of the best and most 
effective weapons of smart criminals.

Police Can Prevent Liberation. 

The way the police beat the bail bondsman who is 
trying to liberate one of this class of prisoners is by 
refusing to book the man. He its then thrown down- 
stairs, with no record left at the desk of his existence. 
Friends and bail bondsmen may hunt him in- vain. If 
they get too hot on the trail he may be thrown into a 
patrol wagon and hidden in another station until the 
police have achieved their ends. 

If you happen to fall into this sort of trap, and are 
innocent, the best way to do'is to send for the captain 
or the inspector at once. Don't get abusive or indig- 
nant. Sirmly tell him all the facts and identify yourself 
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clearly. Within a few hours he will have verified your 
statements and you will be free. 

If you are gulity of the crime charged, or of another 
one, the only way to do is to try to reach your friends, 
sending out word by other prisoners of your where- 
abouts. A’ shrewd lawyer will do the rest. | 

After all, there is little reason for a man who is not 
guilty of some grave crime to spend even one night in 
a station. A man with a working knowledge, and good 
judgment, can be free within a few hours, unless he 
loses his temper.

If he chooses self-assertion 
he dies. Every man is made “by God to 
fit a place and be a person in the world. 
If he is true to his destiny,. and fulfills God’s 
intention with him, he has lived and has 
Tealized . But thus to be himeelf 
@ man must slay himself—that is to say, if 


which urges him to make himself the center 
around which others must revolve, while 
their lives minister to his. 

“ The path to self-realization Mes through 
self-discipline and self-sacrifice; no man who 
is self-centered can ever realize himself, for 
he can never take his true place in life. 

*“* Self-assertion always masks as self- 
realization, though in point of fact it is its 
absolute contradiction and annihilation. 
‘How can a man be himself if he is a pack 
horse of the weal and woe of others?’ is the 
question of self-assertion. ‘To be one’s self 
is to slay one’s self,’ is the answer of seif- 
realization, Self-assertion, then, g0es 
through self-indulgence and selfishness, di- 
rectly away from seif-realization, and ends 
in spirttual self-effacement, in the oblitera- 
tion of the distinctive stamp set on each sev- 
eral brow God, tn the annihilation of the 
distinctive individuality in spiritual death. 

“The one path beads through death to the 
only real life, the other leads through seem- 
ing life to the real death. Theone scaleruns 
—self-discipline, self-sacrifice, self-realiza- 
tion; the other, self-indulgence, self-asser- 
tien, self-obliteration.” 

So much for the deeper meanings that cer- 
tain students have discovered. What the 
performance tomorrow night will reveal 
along these lines remains to be seen.

“Rip Van Winkle” has been played more 
than 12,000 times. ‘Monte Cristo,” that 
old man of the sea of which James O’Neill 
has tried for years to rid himself, has a reo- 
ord of several thousand performances. in 
England Charles Warner has played the ter- 
rifying melodrama “ Drink” almost as often 
as O'Neil in this country has impersonated 
the heroic and affluent Edmond Dantes. Jo- 
seph Murphy has played “ Shaun Rue * and 
“Kerry Gow ” so often that he has lost count 
of the exact number of times, and a host of 
other examples might be brought forward 
*o prove that it is just about as difficult for 
an actor to shake his own shadow as it js for 
him to quit playing a part in which he has 
met with unusual success. 

Nobody knows this better than William H. 
Crane. While he has not been identified with 
one. particular part to the exclusion of all 
others, as O'Neil, for instance, has been, he 
has become identified with a particularly nar- 
row line of parts, from which he has found 
it impossible to escape. He plays better than 
any man on the stage the part of a good 
hearted business man who likes to give away 
money. In such parts he has had steady 
and unvarying succe®. Last year fie got the 
idea that he owed it to his art to broaden out. 
So he got a play that had been a great suc- 
cese in Paris and he madeit one of the great- 
est failuresin this country. That was“ Busi- 
ness Is Business.” Now heis playing typical 
“ Crane parts” again.

Wharton, it is said, her own price and the aid 
of the best pro: dramatist, who should 
either work by himself or with her, as she 
chose. ‘Whether that tale of the rialto ‘s 


serted town house makea background, in the 
gecond act, for Lily’s haughty rejection of 
Rosedale, her capitulation to Seldon, and the 
besmearching adventure with Gus Trevor. 
The third act, on the yacht off Monte Carlo, 
follows the novel in form as well asin mat- 
ter, showing Lily’s reunion with Seldon and 
Bertha Dorset’s trickery and ejection. The 
last act is in the millinery shop, showing 
Lily's financial degradation, her farewells to 
Rosedale and Seldon, and her suicide for a 
climax. 

This synopsis is given in the belief that 
most of my readers are familiar with the 
book; and to show them how faithfully the 
incidents have been retained; and it may sug~ 
gest to those who haven't perused the story 


how the play might perplex them, Every- 


thing has been dramatized—everything ez- 
cept the motives. Clyde Fitch knows well 
enough the desirability of plain reasons for 
conduct on the stage; and Mrs. Wharton is 
too clever not to know it, too; but she seems 
to have decided that the play was wanted 
especially by and for readers of her book, 
and couldn't be made effectual with others. 
That she was shrewd about that doubtless 
will be demonstrated by the profits of a 
success. 

Fay Davis as Lily Bart gets her American 
opportunity at last. She isa Bostonian who 
made a reputation on the London stage before 
acting in her native land at all. The open- 
ings made for her had proved useless, for she 
fs a peculiar artist, and Lily Bart, as de- 
acribead by the authdoress, wouldn't seem a 
possibility to her, Yet her performance de- 
lights Mrs. Wharton as well as others ac- 
quainted with Lily Bart.

Rachel Crothers has sent many manu- 
scripts on rounds of the theaters, She began 
five or six years “go, but it was not until 
this week that one of them got to the public 
ih an-acted play. Why it was delayed on 
its way from her desk to the stage cannot 
be explained except by assuming that most 
managers lack the patience hunt among 
bad pieces for a good one. [It is hard to be- 
lieve that any man of theatrical experience 
rejected ‘‘The Three of Us” after readin 
the following scene: The three of them ar 
heirs to a Nevada mine that has yielded 
nothing but disappointment; but the eldest, 
a girl, has heeded her father’s dying injunc- 
tion to wait for it to enrich them. Her 
brother, money mad and angry at her re- 
fusal to sell the mine for whatever it will 
bring, takes a bribe of §500 to reveal her 
sweetheart’s business secrets to a rival 
suitor. 

Carlotta Nilsson is the actress of the sis- 
ter, and I introduce Carlotta to you as a 
willful genius who misused her abilities with 
whimsical mannerisms, and therefore was 
consigned to the litmbo of futile imitators 
of Mrs. Fiske. But she seems to have taken 
it into her curly head and dimpled brain 
to play this good sister of a bad boy simply, 
naturally, and tenderly. She is an extreme 
contrast with the boorish, quarrelsome 
brother, loving him as though he deserved 
it and making every sacrifice in their pc’- 
erty for him and their boy brother. 

So the audience is ready to award a halo 
to the seveet sister and a-hailter to the bitter 
brother when the winning episode of the 
play comes off. The brother is slinking 
away at night with his ill gotten $500, intend- 
ing to leave the sister to the struggle against 
poverty alone, when she intercepts him at 
the doorway. She begs him to stay with 
her and their little brother; she offers tosac- 
rifice her hope in the mine and raise twice 
the amount of his bribe if he will returm the 
price of his dishonor, and finally she throws 


‘ her arms around his neck to detain him, but 


he savagely shakes-her off and throws her 
down. She has not told him what misery 
his misdeed will bring upon her—that she 
will be unable to disprove that she is a 
traitoress to one lover and the mistress of 
another—but im her despair she sobe it out, 
and the fellow listens dazedly until the truth 
as to her helpless plight gets into his head, 
Then, awkwardly, but humanly, he draws her 
up to her feet and to his breast, and is trans~- 
formed from her assailant into her defender 
to go right out and thrash her traduces, as 
well as to return the tainted money. No 
character is surer of applause than the one 
who goes wrong obdurately until he turns 
right about and goes right nobly. All of 
“Thé Three of Us” is pretty good stuff, but 
that single scene is sufficient to popularize it.

If John D. Rockefeller as @ character in 
“'The Lion and the Mouse” wag a good thing 
for that drama of millionaireism, why 
shouldn't Rockefeller, with Pierpont Morgan, 
Russell Sage, H. H. Rogers, and Thomas 
W. Lawson be five good things in another 
play about high finance? Cora Maynard 
thought so evidently, for she assembles them 
in “The Measure of a Men.” Her piece 
was written before Klein's was produced, 
yet I infer that she took from his one trust 
celebrity the idea of presenting five in a 
bunch. As they came on the stage in the 
opening performance they were recognized 
at sight and cynically applauded. Of course, 
their names are not used, and there is noth- 
ing but the likenesses of makeup on which 
to base libel suits. 

The plot of this drama is that a company 
is organized to beat the steel trust, that it 
gets under headway to surely succeed, but 
that its principal stockholder, looking like 
Sage and using tactics commonly ascribed 
to Rockefeller, conspires with its president, 
who resembles Lawson personally and in 
some of his copper corner methods, to plun- 
der the company and enrich themselves with 
the sewag.

Not one of Shakspeare’s plays upon ite pro- 
duction ever ran as long as.“ Our Boys " ran 
in London or " Charley's .” pan in Lon- 
don and New York, or “ Music Master ”’ 
fan im New York or “ The Umpire” in Chi- 
cago. David Warfield, whose New York rub 
in “The Music " haw closed, played 
that piece. there times. This broke all 
New York records for numbers of perform- 
ances and receipts, as well as for the number 
of persons who saw a strictly dramatic per- 
formance. ‘

' The old authors, Congreve, Wycherly, 
Beaumont and Fietcher, C r Mar- 
lowe, Ben Jonson, and the rest, never locked 
upon the day that one of theirpieces could 
begin to run as long. Often they sold their 
worke outright instead of taking royalties. 
The dramatic author of today won't sell out- 
right. He knows that if ‘his piece hits the 
public fancy at all he wilt get royalties for a 
long time. 

During the vebileetiiit in England, when 
the drama flourished in epite of the plague 
and the war with the Dutch, Charles I. 
and the gentlemen and ladies of his coyrt had 
to come early to the theater if they wanted 
to gee a show atall. Six nightein those days 
was considered a pretty good run, and long 
after those days, when Drury Lane and Co- 
vent Garden contended for the shillings of 
theatergoing London, a run of ninety days 
was looked upon as marvelous. 

Runs are forced in. New York in order to get 
that metropolitan indoreement that still 
counts for so much in the country. Passes 
are issued in such numbers that the saying 
“ the house was snowbalied ’’ hag more truth 
than poetry Init. The manager stands a loss 
in New York and figures that if can keep 


’ his attraction on in a New York theater long 


enough, even at a lose, he will get his money 
back when he goes ‘ out in the provinces ”’ 
and advertises “so many nights in New 
York.”

Yet this season, young as it is, has geen 
some shows that never wll advertise the 
length of their New York runs. Such’a clever 
actress as Ellis Jeffreys came a cropper in 
“The Dear Unfair Sex” in a couple of weeks, 
and Stanley Dark’s “ Man and His Angel ” 
didn’t even last a week. Charles Frohman 
takes off a failure faster than most managers, 
yet some attractions have been taken off too 
soon. Bronson Howard’e “ Shenandoah,” 
under an earlier title, “‘ Fede and Confeds,"’ 


. closed its first run at the end of a week. 
When i came out as “ Shenandoah " itsisuc- 


cess made theatrical history. ‘“‘ Flerodora ” 
starved to death for several weeks after its 
production. Fieher and Ryley stuck to their 
guns, however, and the show cleaned up 
$1,000,000 in profite for these manegere who 
stayed for a run.
